DECISION ON PETITION 



For: ASSOCIATIVE MEMORY DEVICE AND 
METHOD BASED ON WAVE 
PROPAGATION 



This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(b)(2), filed 02 June 2004, requesting acceptance 
of color photographs. 

The petition requests that the color photographs be accepted in lieu of black and white drawings. 

A grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .84(b)(2) must be accompanied by a fee set forth
